Marine Monsters That Are Known as 
‘eat Whale Killers, 
an @ditor, the! ‘There really is such a sea monster 
as the whate killer. It is one of the 
urgest and most ferocious of all the 
dolphin family. It also is known as 
the grampus. It is characterized as a 
genus by its large size and the conical 
and depressed head, devoid of a beuk. 
The back fin is of great length, espe- 
cially in the mailes, and the tippers are 
large and brondly ovate. 

The teeth are comparatively few 
in number, varying from ten to tbir- 
teen on each side of the jaw, and are 
much larger than iu any dolphins yet 
noticed, being often an inch or more 
in diameter and baving an oval see 
thon The coloration ts striking, the 
upper parts and tins being biack, while 
the lower jaw, chest and under parts 
sre whitish 

The white area of the under parts 
loes not. however, extend to tbe flukes, 
but ends posteriorly hi a trident, of 
which the lateral and shorter prongs 
extend obliquely upward on the flanks. 
There is n large white strenk above 
and behind the ere, and frequently at 
cast a purple crescentic aurea extends 
back behind the tn. The 
killer attulns a seo rth of at least twen 
ty feet.—St, Louis Times.
